Board of Education Is To Be Held Re­ 
sponsible for the Enforcement of 
Sanitary 
Precautions 
Instead of 
Putting That Burden of Responsi­ 
bility on the Teachers. 


A change has been made in the rule 
enforcing vaccination in the public 
schools. Instead of making the teach­ 
ers responsible for the enforcement of 
the rule, the school boards anti the 
boards of education are to be beld re­ 
sponsible hereafter. It was found that 
as it now reads there was a frequent 
conflict between school officers and 
teachers, the latter claiming that they 
were not being backed up in many in­ 
stances. 
The state board of health 
takes the ground that a teacher is 
simply an executive officer to carry out 
the wishes of the school boards. 
Another very important modifica­ 
tion of the rule is to permit evidence 
of repeated vaccination in admitting 
children to school.

W hat is stranger still—all 
this has come about in so short a time 
—it is not the elder women alone, nor 
even the young m atrons, th a t are the 
m ost enthusiastic supporters of the 
new vogue, bu t budding girls just out 
of school and debutantes who have 
ju st had their first peep into the 
world. 
T h a t question which hes been made 
th e question of the hour this past 
m o n th —woman’s suffrage—had n o th ­ 
ing to do w ith it, for the new move­ 
m en t of Brooklyn girldom was inaugu­ 
rated long before the first petition to 
th e constitutional • convention 
was 
even made ready. 
Besides, com para­ 
tively few of these young women de­ 
clare th a t they w ant the b a llo t 
Most 
of them candidly confess th a t they
